This encyclopedia was published orig- 
inally under the title The American Edu- 
cator (1919-1931) and during this period 
was sold in Canada under the titles The 
Dominion Educator and the New General 
Encyclopedia. It was based on the New 
Practical Reference Library (6 volumes, 
1912) which the original publishers of The 
American Educator owned. The present 
publisher of the set under review has is- 
sued the encyclopedia since 1931. It was 
reviewed in Subscription Books Bulletin 
in July 1950, January 1943, April 1938, 
and January 1930; additional information 
appeared in the July 1942 and July 1934 is- 
sues of Subscription Books Bulletin. 

The editors state in the Foreword: 
“During the years since its first printing 

. The Educator has proved its value 
both as a source of essential knowledge 
and an efficient tool for organized study 
in the school and at home. It is carefully 
designed to serve every member of the 
family, with particular attention to the 
needs of the elementary school and high 
school students.” A _ publicity brochure 
adds: “It is graded from grade four to 
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the adult level.” 

The editors, Board of Educators, a par- 
tial list of reviewers, contributors, and re- 
visers numbering approximately 100 are 
listed in volume 1. Information has been 
located in the standard biographical works 
for about 70 of these. 

The present editor in chief is Everette 
Edgar Sentman, former newspaperman 
and assistant managing editor of the 
World Book Encyclopedia from 1943 to 
1954. The Foreword states: “Consultants 
in every field . . . advise the editors in 
their work. At the center of this Con- 
sultant group is the Board of Educators 

. a select committee who help set the 
course of the revision program.” These 
are six and include Carey Croneis, Pro- 
vost of Rice Institute; Selmer H. Berg, 
Superintendent of Schools, Oakland, Cali- 
fornia; Karl Bernhardt, Assistant Direc- 
tor, Institute for Child Study, The Labo- 
ratory School, University of Toronto; A. J. 
Brumbaugh, Associate Director for Uni- 
versity Studies, Southern Regional Edu- 
cational Board, Atlanta, Georgia, and 
Consultant, Division of Higher Education, 
U.S. Office of Education; Francis Keppel, 
Dean, Graduate School of Education, Har- 
vard University; and William Van Til, 
Professor of Education and Chairman, De- 
partment of Secondary Education, New 
York University. Very few of the ency- 
clopedia articles are signed; “The Ameri- 
can Educator relies more on its own 
resources for checking facts than on the 
reputations of a great number of its con- 
tributors. Its staff places more emphasis on 


efforts to meet curriculum needs than on 
obtaining articles by ‘big name’ contribu- 
tors.” Among the articles signed are Li- 
brary, Psychology, Reading, Storytelling, 
and Literature for Children. 

The majority of entries are short, topi- 
cal articles, typically of one or two para- 
graphs and occupying a quarter or a half 
of a column. Longer, more comprehensive 
articles include such subjects as large ge- 
ographical areas, countries, cities, and 
topical articles such as American Litera- 
ture, English Literature, Transportation, 
Economics, Bible, Physics, Astronomy, 
Mythology, and Dress. The article History 
includes a 44-page unnumbered, illus- 
trated chart titled “The Panorama of His- 
tory from Ancient to Modern Times” by 
Dr. Conrad Patzer of the Milwaukee Nor- 
mal School. Some recent facts have been 
added to the last two pages in the present 
edition. The chart itself forms a “chron- 
ological summary of important epochs” 
but Canadian and United States history 
are omitted from it and included in the 
articles on the two countries. 

The Foreword states: “The Encyclo- 
pedia is kept up to date by a continuous 
revision program” and a brochure asserts 
that about 2,800 pages have been com- 
pletely rewritten and reillustrated since 
the 1949 printing. Checking shows evi- 
dence of revision and facts that are up to 
date. The article on Mexico has been 
completely revised and enlarged plus the 
addition of a map and seven photographs 
which extend the text. The article on the 
Gold Coast has been rewritten, giving 
more detail as to geography and ethnogra- 
phy and the change to self-government in 
1957. The French recognition of Moroc- 
can independence, the new status of the 
Saar, the Hungarian revolt, the invasion 
of Egypt and the United Nations action, 
and the laying of the transatlantic tele- 
phone cable are further examples of cur- 
rent events included. The article on the 
Caribbean Federation says that “. . . the 
first elections were set for 1958.” The 
wording here clearly indicates futurity; 
when the editors write of the future in 
the past tense, the result is less happy. 
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In the article International Geophysical 
Year it is stated: “To aid them, scientists 
had instruments and devices never avail- 
able before. The most spectacular of these 
were the United States artificial satellites, 
carrying instruments to probe the upper 
atmosphere.” Some fact articles should 
be brought up to date. The article Cali- 
fornia, University of mentions only seven 
campuses, omitting Santa Barbara which 
has been an official campus since 1944; the 
article on Harvard University mentions 
the introduction of the general examina- 
tion in 1916 but not that of the house plan 
in 1930. 

A recent feature is the five-page article 
Reading with a section on “How Parents 
Can Help the Child . . .” written and 
signed by Dr. Edwin C. Reichert, Chair- 
man of the Department of Education at 
Lake Forest College and coauthor of 
the Leary-Reichert readers. A current 
bibliography for the parent follows the ar- 
ticle. The signed article Storytelling by 
Sara Fenwick, Associate Professor, Grad- 
uate Library School, University of Chica- 
go, is another recent feature of merit 
with a 10-column bibliography on the art 
of storytelling which also covers stories 
separately published and in collections. 

“Wonder Questions” often follow articles 
of interest to young people or children. 
These have short explanatory paragraphs 
written in simple sentences. Sets of 
“Questions” without answers, intended 
as learning devices, are frequently includ- 
ed in articles. Sometimes word glossaries 
form sections in such articles.as Botany. 
Architecture, and Railroads. Charts of 
events highlight Presidential biographies. 
The last volume no longer contains the 
topical index or the suggested list of books 
to read for pleasure. 

A new article, Character Education, be- 
gins an extensively revised section more 
than 130 pages long. This section, ex- 
tending to Colleges and Universities and 
Colloids, shows improvement 
when compared with earlier editions. 

It is difficult to determine policies for 
biography inclusion. From the Foreword’s 
statement of age range, articles on stand-

ard authors and artists of children’s books 
would be expected, but there is nothing on 
A. A. Milne, Maud and Miska Petersham, 
the d’Aulaires, Robert Lawson, Elizabeth 
Coatsworth, Lois Lenski, W. P. Du Bois, 
or Cornelia Meigs. Surprising omissions 
occur on the adult level: articles on John 
Steinbeck and Ernest Hemingway are 
present but none on William Faulkner; 
on William Saroyan but not Robert Sher- 
wood or Tennessee Williams; nothing on 
Sir Laurence Olivier. The Deweys—Mel- 
vil, George, John, and Thomas—are pres- 
ent, but no biographical articles appear on 
Cordell Hull, John Foster Dulles, Richard 
Nixon, or Adlai Stevenson. There is no 
article on Dr. Jonas Salk. Sister Kenny 
and Rockwell Kent have been added since 
the 1950 Subscription Books Bulletin re- 
view. 

A check was made of several subjects 
used generally in school curricula. Food 
occupies less than two and one-half col- 
umns with such subheadings as “Food and 
Digestion,” “Foods and Nutrition,” and 
“Food Fads.” Related articles referred 
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to have such headings as “Adulteration,” 
“Calorie,” “Freezing,” and “Vitamins,” 
which is not a language and styling ap- 
proach for the young person, but the con- 
tent does not give specifics and breadth 
for the adult. There is no bibliography. 
A comparison with other young people’s 
encyclopedias reveals articles on food 
eight and nine pages long with emphasis 
on growing and marketing, what people 
eat in other lands, vocational opportuni- 
ties, and bibliographies that are full, dated, 
and divided into various age levels. The 
article American Indian in the Educator 
includes Indians, North of Mexico, of 
South America, and of Mexico and Central 
America, covering 12 pages, with a bibli- 
ography of four titles, none recent. In 
this article an example of subheading and 
reading level too advanced for the young 
person is “Culture Types” followed by 
the sentence, “Of the three basic South 
American culture types, the Andean, 
which extended from Colombia and Cen- 
tral Chile, was the most complex.” Sub- 
headings such as “Prehistory,” “Present 
Conditions,” “Indians Versus Whites,” and 
“Status of Indians in the United States” 
can be contrasted with headings in other 
standard school-age encyclopedias such 
as “First People in America,’ “How the 
Indians Live Today,” and “Centuries of 
Struggle Between Indians and Whites” 
and 23- to 47-page articles with extended 
coverage as to ways of life, types of shel- 
ter, arts, lists of tribes and culture groups, 
long bibliographies with the books dated 
and classified as to reader age. Conserva- 
tion, one of the most generally used school 
subjects, is covered in four pages with 
language not slanted toward the sixth to 
the ninth grades where the unit is usually 
taught in school. Frequent are such sen- 
tences as “Today many nations are facing 
shortages or the total disappearance of 
resources they once possessed in abun- 
dance; they are forced to import these 
materials from less thoroughly exploited 
areas.” Typical headings are “Types of 
Conservation” and “The History of Ameri- 
can Conservation,” whereas other young 
people’s encyclopedias use “Wise Use of 
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Natural Resources,” “How Soil Conserva- 
tion Works,” and “Why Conservation 
Measures Are Necessary” as headings for 
articles covering from 6 to 12 pages. Group 
life, or family life, is another curriculum 
favorite. The 27-line article in the Edu- 
cator is titled Family and only 15 of the 
lines refer to the human family. Com- 
parable encyclopedias give four to six 
pages with the school approach to the hu- 
man family such as “Living Together Is a 
Full Time Job,” “History of the Family,” 
“Modern Family,” and other such head- 
ings. The 7-line article Health refers to 
a 44-line article Hygiene. There is a 39- 
line article Health, Boards of and a 12- 
line article Health, Education, and Wel- 
fare, Department of, but nothing on the 
school subject of health education which 
is treated in standard encyclopedias in 
articles 7 to 16 pages in length with sub- 
heads “Fresh Air,” “Clothing,” “Cleanli- 
ness,” “Child Development,” “Mental 
Health,” and others, ending with dated 
bibliographies in age ranges. There is no 
article on shelter, a subject of frequent 
school use, and no see reference to any 
substitutes. The subject graph is not pres- 
ent and there is no mention of it in the 
articles Mathematics or Arithmetic. 


Many of the articles have bibliographies, 
but the titles are not dated. Frequently 
the phrases “Books for Young Readers” 
and “For Younger Readers” are used, but 
there is no indication as to whether the 
“young reader” is a fourth-grader or a 
teen-ager. 


“The encyclopedia . . . is indexed by 
means of about 12,000 alphabetical cross- 
references.” This procedure is not always 
adequate. There is no entry for nuclear 
physics and therefore no see reference 
from it to Atom where nuclear informa- 
tion may be found. There is no entry for 
Nehru who is only briefly mentioned 
in the article India. The article Orches- 
tra, only 16 lines long, contains no see 
also references to individual instruments 
although articles for many of the instru- 
ments are under their separate names. 
The entry Violoncello is used but no see 
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reference from the more commonly used 
term cello. There are no see references 
from America to North, South, or Central 
America and none to the feature article 
Pioneer Life in America. There is no 
article on relativity although the see ref- 
erence which follows the heading refers 
to the article on Albert Einstein where no 
discussion of the theory is made. The in- 
sertion of Ghana as a see also from Gold 
Coast is out of alphabetical order on its 
page. 

Confusion is possible in page citation 
because pages are frequently unnumbered. 
Bled illustrations sometimes cover the top 
margin but the page number is not then 
placed at the bottom. Inserts do not al- 
ways total correct pagination when the 
pagination eventually continues. Physics 
begins on page 2829 and closes on 2831B 
but does not show that seven pages are 
actually included within. Astronomy be- 
gins on page 269 and closes on 273A but 
8 pages of illustration and text are be- 
tween those numbers. 

Illustrations are profuse in black and 
white and in color. The illustrations are 
from various sources and are uneven in 
quality. For instance, the color plates il- 
lustrating geology are very good. Those 
on dogs and flowers are bright but some- 
times a little blurred. The color plates on 
Dress, Brilliant Fishes, Birds’ Eggs, Poul- 
try, Insect Invaders, and some others are 
blurry or dull. Many black-and-white 
cuts, particularly the small portraits, are 
flat, almost distorted. Colored folding 
plates illustrate the two articles Asia and 
Europe and Rome. 

The Hammond maps are clear and legi- 
ble and include political, economic, physi- 
cal, and cultural features and are up to 
date. The political boundary line for Israel 
is shown, also the division between North 
and South Korea, and the map of Europe 


shows the boundary between East and | 


West Germany. 

The set is sturdily bound in dark red 
fabrikoid with title, guide letters, and 
volume number on spine. End papers are

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subtopic heads adequately set off the 
legible text type. Running heads and con- 
secutive pagination aid use except where 
inserts and illustrations interrupt. Paper 
is of good stock, and margins adequate. 

The publisher says that The American 
Educator does not intend to compete with 
major encyclopedias in inclusiveness and 
fullness yet certain of its feature articles 
and its coverage of information in short 
article form might place it in range if its 
quality were more consistent. Recent re- 
visions have tended to improve the set 
but a great deal of the less-good older 
material still remains. Adults will find 
general information but insufficient sub- 
ject fullness. Various subjects studied in 
school curricula are treated, some 
missing, and some are not presented with 
school-age approach. Cross references are 
frequently inadequate. Bibliographies are 
undated, are not always recent, and are 
not classified for specific age range. There 
is unevenness in quality of illustration. 
While The American Educator Encyclo- 
pedia may give limited service, it does not 
contain enough information to supple- 
ment or take the place of major encyclo- 
pedias in public or school libraries or in 
the home and is therefore not 
mended.

Index to Reproductions of European 
Paintings: A Guide to Pictures in More 
Than Three Hundred Books, by Isabel 
Stevenson Monro and Kate M. Monro. 
New York, H. W. Wilson Co., 1956. 
668p. 26cm. buckram $12.50. 

This companion volume to Index to 
Reproductions of American Paintings 
(New York: Wilson, 1948) (Booxuist 45: 
133, D 15 48) is a guide to pictures by 
European artists which are reproduced in 
328 books. 

The compilers’ names are associated 
with noted reference works. Isabel Steven- 
son Monro, in addition to her collaboration 
on Index to Reproductions of American 
Paintings, is well known for her Costume 
Index, and Kate M. Monro is equally noted 
for her work on The Secretary’s Haxd- 
book and other volumes. 


A list of the books indexed, arranged 
alphabetically by the abbreviated forms 
used in the index, is found on pages 11-18. 
“Since the index is intended as a refer- 
ence aid for libraries and museums, not 
as a tool for research workers, the inclu- 
sion of books has been limited to general 
books available in most art libraries. . . . 
Books from the countless number that 
might have been indexed were chosen 
from suggestions made by libraries and 
museums and from selections by the com- 
pilers. No books on individual painters, 
few catalogs of exhibitions, and few books 
in foreign languages were considered, be- 
cause their inclusion would have increased 
the size and the price of this work beyond 
the limits set.”—Preface. A comparison 
of the works indexed with titles listed as 
containing illustrations in the Standard 
Catalog for Public Libraries, 1949 and its 
1950-1953 Supplement in the sections de- 
voted to Schools of Painting (Dewey 
classification 759) and Dutch and Flemish 
Painting (Dewey classification 759.949) 


indicates that a majority of titles in these 


fields are analyzed in the index. 

Paintings are entered under (1) name 
of artist, followed by his dates when ob- 
tainable, by title of the picture, and by an 
abbreviated entry of the book in which 
the reproduction may be found; (2) under 
distinctive titles; and, (3) in some cases, 
under subjects. Although the statement 
“under titles” appears without qualifica- 
tion in the Preface, a letter from the 
publisher to the Subscription Books Com- 
mittee indicates that this statement should 
read “under distinctive titles.” Thus 
“Nude” or “Nudes” is given as a title 
entry only when it is followed by a dis- 
tinguishing phrase, such as Nude De- 
scending a Staircase or Nudes with Fruit. 
“Nudes” by Cézanne will be found only 
under the name of the painter. Symbols 
are employed to indicate permanent loca- 
tions of the original paintings, whenever 
this information could be determined from 
the books indexed. 

Titles of paintings under the artist’s 
name are those which the compilers have 
found to be most generally accepted. Al- 
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ternative titles are provided in paren- 
theses in these main references. For exam- 
ple, the entries Obelisk and Landscape 
with Obelisk refer to Rembrandt’s paint- 
ing The Obelisk. 

Titles in foreign languages have usually 
been omitted in the main entry in favor 
of the English titles, except for very fa- 
miliar ones, but a reference has been made 
from them in the title entry to the English 
form. Thus, entries appear for Girl in 
Green Dress by Matisse, Green Dress by 
Matisse, and La Robe Verte by Matisse 
which refer to Matisse, Girl in Green 
Dress; appropriate see references are 
given for each alternative title under the 
artist's name. Occasionally, as in Dan- 
seuse Vue de Dos and Danseuses au 
Foyer by Degas, only the foreign title is 
given if no other title is mentioned in the 
books indexed. 

Identical titles used by the same artist 
for different pictures are distinguished by 
the names of private owners, or by num- 
bers or dates supplied by the compilers. 
Information on the permanent locations of 
such pictures also serves to differentiate 
them. 

The subject entries provide one of the 
most useful features of the index. Repre- 
sentative subject headings in the letter 
C include Cafes and restaurants, Cardi- 
nals, Carriages, Cattle, and Children. 
Users of the index will find manvy entries 
under these and other subjects when they 
look for pictures of particular people, 
places, and things. See also references are 
also given, e.g., “Children see also Family 
groups; Holy family; Mary, Virgin—Ma- 
donna and Child; Mother and Child.” 
Portraits are entered under the sitter as 
well as under the artist. Subheadings are 
wisely used to particularize subject mat- 
ter, as in Jesus Christ—Adoration, Bap- 
tism, Crucifixion. 

“Names of artists have been used as 
given in the Art Index except in a few 
cases when shortened or familiar ones 
have been adopted. For example, Duccio 
has been used instead of Duccio di Buon- 
insegna ... .”—Preface. 

Locations of paintings, based upon those 





found in the books indexed, are indicated 
by symbols. A note of caution is given 
in the Preface and at the beginning of the 
Key to Symbols to stress the point that 
some locations may serve only as a guide 
in tracing a picture. No attempt has been 
made to bring location information up to 
date. 

Clearly written directions for use of the 
index incorporating examples of author, 
title, and subject entries are given on the 
front free end paper and are repeated on 
the page preceding the first index page. 

As a check on accuracy, selected entries 
under Magritte, André Marchand, and 
Mondriaan were compared with the books 
indexed. All entries examined were ac- 
curate. 

The index is sturdily bound and should 
withstand the heavy use to which it will 
be subject in libraries. The two-column 
format is satisfactory, and the clear type 
makes for an easily read page. 

The Index to Reproductions of European 
Paintings fills a long-felt need in refer- 
ence collections. Within the limits set by 
the compilers, this work provides a handy 
tool to reproductions of paintings in a 
large number of representative art books. 
The subject entries should prove especial- 
ly useful for those employed on advertis- 
ing, television, and teaching staffs and for 
other library patrons who have need of 
illustrative material. It is therefore recom- 
mended as an important addition to refer- 
ence collections in all libraries.

Balchen, Bernt. Come north with me. 
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Dutton, $5. May 5. 

The Norwegian-born flyer who was with 
Amundsen when Byrd claimed the first flight 
over the North Pole, copiloted Byrd’s America 
in the New York to Paris Air Derby, and 
later flew Byrd over the South Pole gives his 
first-hand account of these events, with a 
frank personal view of the two explorers. He 
also records his experiences in establishing 
U.S. military bases in Greenland, evacuating 
Norwegian pilots to England, and helping the 
Norwegian resistance during World War II. 
An unusual, exciting, and engagingly written 
autobiography. 


Warner, Oliver. Victory; the life of Lord 
Nelson. Little, $6.50. June. 

A new biography of the English naval hero 
leans heavily on his letters for an intimate 
view of the man and his actions. Recognizing 
that Nelson was vain, impulsive, mercurial, 
quarrelsome, and touchy and that the affair 
of iady Hamilton was not at all to his credit, 
the biographer nevertheless finds him a 
heroic subject, one whose merits as fighter, 
tactician, and leader far outweighed his 
faults. A well-rounded, admiring portrait of 
Nelson the man and naval officer, together 
with a disapproving picture of Lady Hamilton 
and a sympathetic one of Nelson’s wife.
